The pro- 
tests made were based on the, great 
expense of Bitulithic, which those 
protesting, considered entirely too ex- 
pensive, and in opposition to brick 
at any price on account of the great 
noise made by a pavement of this 
class, They were in favor of mava- 
dam, shells, or some other olass of 
pavement that did not have so much 
cost attached to it.

Road Building is Comparatively Easy. 
Transportation Companies Gould Help 
Largely With Materials: 


During the sally of the Good Roads 
Commission into six of the Eastern 
Shore counties for the purpose of se- 
lecting the roads to be improved un- 
der the terms of the loan authorized 
by the Legislature Engineer W. W. 
Crosby, who accompanied the Oom- 
mission, had an opportunity to note 
the lay of the land and inquire about 
the materials available for road-puild- 
ing purposes. 

Mach of this information he already 
possessed, for some of these counties 
have taken advantage of the terms of 
the Shoomaker act in obtaining up-to- 
date highways, and through his work 
undér its provisions Mr. Orobsy had 
acquired a fair idea of the situation. 

„The Eastern Shore,“ he said, ‘‘is 
a beautifal country, and the task of 
road-building there is rendered com- 
paratively easy, from an engineering 
standpoint, by the fact that the prob- 
lem of grudes can be ignored. Little, 
if any, grading will ever be necessary, 
as the convtry is practically flat. 

‘Materials for road construction 
offer the most serious difficulty. In 
many localities gravel even cannot be 
found. The State will be forced to 
transport ston), and the transporta- 
tion will prove expensive. Stone suit- 
able for road building purposes can be 
found at the headwaters of the bay. 
In faot, the quarries there are the 
most available I know of. The ma- 
terials can either be taken to the 
Eastern Shore counties in scows or 
transported by rail. 


Want Rallroads To Help. 


In many instances the railroads 
would deliver the materials much 
nearer the projected roads than would 
be possible if scows were nsed. Trans- 
portation by rail would, however 
prove very expensive if the Company 
charged the State the scheduled rate. 
The Commissioners are very hopefal 
of obtaining concessions along these 
lines. ‘The matter has not yet been 
taken up with the railroad companies 
in a formal way. 

Good roads are far from being 
new things on the Eastern Shore. It 
already bas many excellent high- 
ways. Oyster shells have been used 
in some localities and mixtures of 
earth in others. Oaroline is undoubt- 
edly the hanner Eastern Shore conuty 
in this respact. It has pushed ahead 
with the improvement of the high- 
ways, employing sn engineer, Mr. 
Ubler, to look after the work, and he 
has obtained wonderfully good results 
with the materials at his disposal. 

‘Notwithstanding the scareity of 
road-building material, I believe tl. at 
highways can be built on the Eastern 
Shore for an outlay no greater than 
the cost that will be inourred in 
| Southern Maryland, where the neces- 
sity of grading will increase the ex- 
pense. 

When will the dirt begin to fly?” 
Mr. Croaby was asked. 
elt will be some time yet. When 
the Commission completes the task of 
selecting the roads that are to be im- 
proved the engineering department 
j will have to get down to the details, 
and they are immense. Maps and 
plats will have to be prepared and 
grades calculated. It will take some 
time for this. 


Wil Begin Next Year. 


“The probabilities are that it will 
not be until next year that road build- 
ing is commenced on a comprehensive 
plan. bat seme short links in the 
chain—places offering the least diffi. 
culties—may be constructed in the 
fall." 

“How will the work be done—by 
contract or by day labor?” 

“That, of oourse, is for the Oom- 
mission to decide. said Mr. Orosby. 
but I rather imagine that it will 
not permit itself to be bound to any 
one plan. Specifications for bids 
probably will be advertised, but if the 
terms submitted are not satisfactory 
the Commission may try to go ahead 
with the work by employing day 
labor. The idea will be to meet every 
situation as it arises with the method 
that seems to fit the particular oase. 

“Did the Commission have any 
gteathdifficulty in deciding on routes 
on the Eastern Shore that would be 
satisfactory to the people. 

“The problem, said Mr. Orosby, 
was not as easy as it was in South- 
ern Maryland. Many of the people 
argued for the wharf roads, but when 
it was explainsd to them that the law 
called for a counected system of high- 
ways they got together readily on the 
r oads upon whioh the money onght 
to be spent. The highways selected 
will aid the hauls to the wharves, 
for in making the oboloe the Com- 
mission kept in mind the fact that 
these roads were used probably more 
than any others, and planued acoord- 
ingly. The people will, I belleve, be 
satisfied with the conoluslons, *’

Street improvement. . 

There has been a marked improve- 
ment in our streets under the super- 
vision of Street Commissioner Sirman, 
and by b's energy and ability has 
brought about a condition in our thor- 
oughfares, eongidering the immense 
amount of traffic thereon that compare 
favorably with their conditions with- 
in the last several years. As the con- 
dition of our streets and the commer 
cial advancement of our town gives 
it prestige with the surrounding 
Counties and State, I advise that all 
money available be expended in that 
direction, baving due regard however

These battles for China and Japan 
are closely related to a world cru- 
sade for a universal treaty of all civ- 
ilized nations, including China and 
Japan, to protect all uncivilized na- 
tlons against the white man’s rum 
and opium, in the name of conscience 
and of commerce. 


Refuses to Take Liquor Men 

The Vega Society, which 1s the 
leading Swedish organization in New 
Britain, has taken an important step. 
It has changed its regulations so that 
in the future it will not admit to 
membership any one in the liquor 
business. This means bartenders and 
other employes as well as saloon- 
keepers, The reason for the action !s 
that the society, which ls a sick or- 
ganization, has been put to a heavy 
burden by members who have been 
in the liquor business and have bro- 
ken down in health. It has necessi- 
tated a constant drain on the treas- 
ury to pay them benefits —Hartford 
Courante. 


Alcohol in French Army. 

French medical authorities point 
out that the gradual diminution of 
the size and height of the French 
conscripts la owing to the use of al- 
coholic drinks. The army standard 
has had to be reduced twice on this 
account. The physical deterioration 
of the German army, as compared 
with what.it was thirty years ago, 
has excited the alarm of the Emper- 
or. All authorities attribute it to 
alcohol.

June 7, 08— (John 20:19-31.) 

The Bible is a biography and pro- 
phecy oi Christ and his works.

Mentary evidence that Jesus Christ 
was pat to death and buried in Joe 
eph’s new tomb.

THE TAX RATE FOR 1908 


County Commissioners Fix The Rate After 
All Night Session. Provided For 
The Schools. 


The County Commissioners met 
Monday and Tuesday for the purpose 
of figuring up the expenses of the coun 
ty for the year and fixing the tax rate 
for 1908. After going over all the ex- 
penses the Commissioners decided to 
fix the rate for county purposes at $1 
which is an increase of 16 cents over 
last year, when the rate was lowered 
about seven cents. This rate is made 
to meet the demands of the publio for 
improvements along the lines of good 
roads and good schools. For the past 
several months delegations have been 
before the Commissioners asking for 
new school houses and repairs to many 


echool buildings. It was impossible 
to meet all these demands at onde. The 
Commissioners had also to deal with 
the question of complying with the 
new School Law in reference to teach- 
ers’ salaries, which makes an increase 
in the school expenses of about $5,000 
per year. The item for publio schools 
in this levy amounts in total to $28, - 
000.00. $20,000.00 of this is for main- 
tenance and $5,000.00 for new build- 
ings and repairs to old snhool houses. 
Besides this the Commissioners had to 
provide an item of $3,500.00 for re- 
tirement and interest on high school 
bonds. During the year shay paida 
note of over three thousand dollars 
from the surplus, the remaining float- 
ing indebtedness on the Wicomico 
Bigh School. Of course the $5,000 ap- 
propriated for new schools and repairs 
will not meet all the demands, but 
the Commissioners intend to make an 
appropriation each year for the repair 
and building of schools so that the 
work will progress all the time and 
things be kept in better shape. 
> The demands npen the Commission- 
ere for roads and bridges have also 
been heavy and while they have spent 
about $20,000.00 on these items during 
the year, whioh is quite liberal, they 
have not been able to do everything 
which the public demanded, but are 
progressing all the time along this 
line. During the year many substau- 
tial calverts have been built and old 
bridges dispensed with. The repairs 
to shell roads have been a very expen- 
sive item and about one and halt miles 
of new shell roaa have been oonstruo- 
ted. It is the intention to provide for 
permanent improvements in the way 
of culverts and drains rather than the 
flimsy makeshifts of former years. 
The assessable basis of Wicomico 
Oounty is gradually on the inorease 
and this year it was swellea quite 
considerably. At a rate of 100 cents 
on the $100.00 on the basis of $8,728, - 
694.00 the county will receive some- 
| thing over $87,000.00, The State tax 
| ia 16 cents, which added to the $1.00 
makes a total rate of 81.16 on the 
9100. 00. Several very large items had 
to be provided for in this levy. In 
the first place the school appropriation 
was increased from $16,000.00. as given 
last year to $25,000.00, which is a mat- 
ter of $9,000, 00, or about 10 cents of 
the increase of the 16 oants. It will be 
notiped that an item of $6,000.00 ap- 
pears for bridges and the Commission- 
ers have set aside this year $7,847.97 
for building roads. This item has not 
been levied in former years, but\bas 
always been levied as a deficiency the 
succeeding year. It ia the intention 
of the Commissioners to use our pro- 
rtion of the State money under the 
hoemaker Act, every year, whieh 
will entail a cost of abont $10,000.00 
on the county for bailding new roads 
ander that Act, outside of the other 
road expenses, ,

COAL MINE DISASTERS 


The Country Has Been rarticula..y 
Shocked by Them Recertly—F>1r 
Happened Within a Period of aFew 

Weeks, in Which 700 Lives Were 
Lost.

--War_slays la thousands and peace 
its ten thousands. For the year 
1206 the: Interstate Commerce Com- 
miscion reported the number of rail- 
way accidents in the United States as 
108,324—-a total greater than all the 
Casualties. of. the Boer War, which 
lastet, tbree years. The records of 
the Public.Service Commission show 
that 155 people were killed by street 
cars, elevated, steam and subway 
trains in New York City in the three 
months ending November 30th, 19)7, 
andzthat 500 more were seriously 10- 
jured These figures have attracted 
much .eftention but they do not prove 
that the railroads are ‘sinners above 
al: che industrial agencies of the 
& untry;.on dhe contrary, there are 
many,more,accidents in factories ani 
in tne building trades than on the 
i railroads, but their vast total is not 
appreciated because it is the duty of 
the statistician to record-them accu- 
rately. Only ope State, New-York 
has made any serious attempt to 
gather accurate figures relating to 
the loss of life by industrial acti- 
dents. On the basis of a report of 
the commissioner of labor, made a 
number of years ago, it is computed 
that the industrial accident rate in 
t.e factories of New York State 
reaches the appalling figures of 44 
to 1,000, and that more than 232,009 
‘actory employes pre killed or injured 
every year in the United States. Min- 
ing and railway .asualties bring the 
total of slaughter, mutilation, and 
other {njuries up .o more than 524,- 
000 cases. annually—a record which 
makes that of any twelvemonth in 
the history of war pale into insig- 
nificance. The entire losses, in kill- 
ed and wounded in the Russo-Japan- 
ese War were 33,786. 
The country has been particularly 
shocked of late by the succession f 
coal nine disasters—Four within a 
period of a few weeks—in which 
about seven hundred lives were lost; 
and the recent exaction of this dread- 
ful death-toll lends special in- 
terest to the report on coal-mifie ac 
cidents which has just been issued by 
the United Statea Geological Survey. 
This states that in the year 1906 
nearly seven thousand men were kill- 
ed or injured {n ihe coal mines of 
the United States, and that the num- 
ber of mine explosions has been 
steadily increasing. This increase 
ls s.id to be due in part to the lack 
of properly enforcible safety regulu- 
tions, which are insisted upon in Eu- 
rupean countries, particularly in 
Trance, where the accident death-rate 
among coal-miners, is less than one 
to every thousand employed; the 
American ratio is 3 1-2 to 1,000, be 
Ing three and one-half times that ef 
Belgium and higher than that of eith- 
er Prussia or Great Britain. Qae 
of the devices employed in German 
mines for the rescue of miners caught 
in suffocating gases consists of an 
alr-tight mask fitting over eyes, iose 
and mouth and connected by tubes 
with reservoirs of oxygen. 

The amelioration of the horrors oi 
peace should be regarded as equaily 
Important with the amelioration of 
the horrors of war. Some foreign 
philanthropists view. it in this light, 
and not only have they induced em- 
ployers and the governments of thair 
respective countries to take action 
resulting in the installation of pro- 
tective devices of many sorts, but 
they have established several m ıs- 
eums in which the mos timproved of 
these devices are kept on exhibition 
for the benefit of employers ani 
work people. A similar work has 
been undertaken in this country by 
the Ambrican Museum of Safety DË- 
vices and Industrial Hygiene, which 
maintains a permanent tree exhibi- 
tion at No. 331 West Thirty-nintb 
Btreet, New York, where the manage- 
ment ig demonstrating to employer 
the economy-—to say nothing of the 
higher considerations,—of insuring 
the safety of their work-people.

dome Railroad Animais Collect 
In a Year. 
Among the different funds estab- 
lished by the Great Western Railway 
Company for the benefit of their em; 


ployeeg, the “widows and orphans 


fund” has become famiilar to the 
traveling public through the instru- 
mentality of the company’s collecting 
dogs. The sum collected by the dogs 
amounts to between £200 and £300 
per annum, and provides enough to 
meet the assistance given vy the in- 
stitution to about 25 widows out of 
about 4500 who are dependent on the 
fund. Some of the dogs earn as much 
as £30 or £40 a year; others are not 
so successful. A great deal depends 
upon the characteristics of the animal 
and much upon the way in which it 
is trained. The most famous of the 
Great Western Railway collecting 
dogs, says the Great Western Rail- 
Way Magazine, was undoubtedly Tim 
of Paddington, which collected at 
that station for a number of years. 
He has been dead a few years now, 
but his preserved remains are to be 
seen in a glass case on the principal 
departure platform, where he con- 
tinues to appeal to the public on pe- 
half of the widows and orphans. In 
May, 1900, he was by special command 
of the late Queen Victoria honored by 
a presentation to her Majesty at 
Paddington Station, and in February, 
1901, he was similarly honored by a 
Presentation to his Majesty King Ed- 
ward VII. He has earned for the fund 
considerably more than £1,000. 

Another collecting dog—Jim—was 
brought to Slough Station when a 
few weeks old. He was like a ball 
of wool and could be put into one's 
pocket. He was very carefully train- 
ed. The first thing taught him was 
to get over the steps of the foot- 
bridge, and he never afterward once 
crossed the metals. He commenced 
collecting when about four months 
old. After a time he was taught to 
bark when he received a coin, ‘which 
little recognition caused a great deal 
of amusement tu his numerous pat- 
rons. One Sunday a hospital parade 
Was organizea at Southall, and Jim 
was taken there to collect. When 
his boxes were opened they were 
found to contain 265 coins. Consider- 
ing that he gave a bark for each one, 
this must be regarded as a good af- 
ternoon’s work. He died suddenly in 
his harness in 1896 and was afterward 
placed in a glass case on the platform 
by voluntary contributions irom res- 
{dents in Slough and the station staff. 
Including the comtributions placed in 
his box since his death,-his earnings 
amount to more than £100. 

In a few instances the dog at a 
station Is owned and cared for by a 
single individual, but generally is 
regarded as belonging to all the staff. 
The animals are invariably well look- 
ed after and kindly treated. It is suf- 
ficlent to say in favor of this method 
of helping the widows and orphans the 
Great Western dogs had up to the 
end of last year been successful in 
collecting nearly £3,000. 


RIGHTS OF DOGS. 


They Are Vastly Inferior to Those of 
Human Beings. 

It is interesting to learn that there 
are countries—not our own great re- 
public, however—where hydrophobia 
is unknown. 

A United States consul at Calcutta, 
India, reports to the department of 
commerce at Washington that the 
Pasteur institutes at Kasauli and 
Coonoor are the only two in the brit- 
ish empire. There is little occasion 
for any institute of the character 
in the United Kingdom for the reas- 
on that rabies has been stamped out 
in England, Wales, Scotland and Ire- 
land, says the New Orleans Picayune. 
The dog regulations of England have 
deen so stringent that no case of rab- 
fes has occurred for years, and the 
regulations covering the importation 
of dogs are so severe that the Intro- 
duction of the disease is well-nigh 
impossible. Australia and New Zeal- 
and are practically free from rabies, 
and have strict laws regulating the 
importation of dogs. South. Africa 
and Canada are not so well situated, 
owing to the existence of wolves, foxes 
and jackals, and wild dogs in those 
countries, some of which are peculiar- 
ly liable to rables. 

In our country the wonder is that 
rabies is not more common that it 1s. 
Not a few Americans love their dogs 
better than they love thelr own child- 
ren, and many more would sacrifice 
their neighbor’s children to save a 
cherished dog.

Maladies Peculiar to Certain 
Forms of Trade. 


a 


NUMBER IS INCREASING 


They Range From Bends to Writer’s 
Cramp—Ship Engineers, Preachers, 
Stonecutters, Weavers, All Subject 
to Maladies Caused by Weir Occu- 
pation. 


Last year, probably 600 men In, Am- 
erle and Europe died of the bends. 
Ata what is that? Simply a malady 
caused by breathing air at high pres- 
Sure. 

In building tunnels and excavating 
for piers it is necessary to send men 
down into caissons in which the air, 
instead of being at its ordinary pres- 
sure of 15 pounds to the square inch, 
is at 50 or 100 pounds. Few men can 
stand this pressure long and even 
those that can ordinarily sumer al- 
arming after effects. Coming out into 
the open air again thelr ankles and, 
knees swell, they yomit and there are 
agonizing pains in their heads. Some- 
times tuey sink into a comatose state 
and die. 

Fortunately modern medicine tries 
to kcep pace with modern maladies, 
and so it is usually possible to cure 
this disease. It is due as a rule to 
the fact that the transition from toe 
outer air to the caisson, or vice ver- 
sa, is made too rapidly. 

The man who topples over in agony 
after leaving a caisson is sent back 
and the pressure is reduced very slow- 
ly. In Europe, the tunel and bridge 
builders maintain special chambers 
for this purpose. As a result the mor- 
tality in bends has been reduced to 3 
per cent. 

Unfortunately there are other occu- 
pation diseases which present great- 
er difficulties. Some of them in truth 
may be cured only by the patient ab- 
andoning his trade. 

One of these is chalacosis, which 
is a malady of the lung. It is caus- 
ed by breathing great quantitics of 
stone dust. 

You have often observed Do doubt, 
that when a marble or stone building 
nears completion men go all over its 
surface with sandblasts, cleaning and 
smoothing the stone. Well, these 
blasts send up a cloud of finely pow- 
dered stone and the workmen are 
forced to breathe It. 

At first their bronchial tubes make 
a brave ‘effort to expel the dust and 
they cough a great deal. But by and 
by the little scavengers in tae vestl- 
bules of the lungs are overcome and 
the minute particles of stone begin 
to invade the lungs themselves. The 
result is chalacosis, which is a form 
of pneumonokoniosis, which means 3 
scarlike overgrowth of lung tissues. 

Wind“ instrument players suffer 
from a malady calledf empbysema 
The small air passafges in tneir lungs 
are inflated so much and go often that 
the surrounding cells are mashed fiat. 

Workers in chemicals are subject 
to all sorts of unusual affictions. Those 
who take part in the manufacture of 
rubber for example, are often badly 
injured by the capers of surphide of 
carbon—an exceedingly ill smelling 
liquid used to dissolve the elastic 
gum. These vapors cause -.cauaches, 
neuralgia, a staggering gait and vio- 
lent bodily pains, followed sometimes 
by delirium and mania. 

Weaver's tonsilitis is a malady fre- 
quently met with among the employees 
‘of cotton mills, due to the presence 
of minute fibres of cotton in the crypts 
of tonsils 

These tonsils cause a chronic irri- 
tation and the way is thus opened for 
the entrance of stray germs. The 
malady yields to the treatment indi- 
cated for ordinary tonsilitis. 

Tea tasters, despite the fact that 
they seldom it ever swallow any of 
the tea they, taste, commonly suffer 
derangements of various bodily func- 
tions. The polson in this case is the 
very powerful alkaloid to which tea 
owes its soothing virtues. 

It is a commonplace of observa- 
tion that the excessive use of any one 
group of muscles leads to a sort of 
local paralysis. This malady was for- 
merly very familiar in the form of 
what was called writer’s cramp. 

It was thought that the triumph of 
the typewriting machine over the old 
fashioned pen would cause it to disap- 
pear from the earth, but it is now in 
full bloom as typewriter’s cramp. 
Similar neuroses afflict telegraphers, 
violinists, plano players, cigarette 
makers and milkmalds. 

Another form of this serious and 
troublesome disense incapacitates mar- 
ine engineers. These men usually 
spend all their time, awake and as- 
leep, within a few feet of their belov- 
ed engines. 

The constant vibration overworks 
certain of their muscles—particularly 
those of the legs—and the result is a 
good deal of pain. Sometimes this 
pain extends up the back and has 
distressing consequences. As a rule 
it is relleved by a few days ashore. 

Workers in ship engine rooms also 
suffer from breathing hot, vitlated alr 
and from contant stooping. Spasnis, 
rigidity of certain muscles and vari- 
ous neuralgias and hysterical symp- 
toms are sometimes encountered in 
such men.

A few months ago there appeared in 
several of the Roman papers a curious 
advertisement, which ran something 
like this: — 

Wanted To purchase immedlately 
a gray she-wolf, to replace the wolf of 


the Capitol, which has just died. 
Perhaps no one thing im Rome il- 
lustrates more eloquently what may 
be termed the programme of patriot- 
ism adopted by the Quirinal than the 
wolf of the Capitol. Hidden by the 
shrubbery at the top of the brohd 
staircase mounting to the Capitol, it 
occupies two wire-fronted cages, about 
ten feet across, where, at the expense 
of a grateful municipality, it lives 
a life restricted, but of great social 
distinction as the modern represen tis- 
tive of the mother wolf that suckled 
Romulug and Remus. Rome is never 
withont its wolf, if it can help itself, 
Imaginative, enjoying whatever ap 
peals to the sense of mystery and the 
supernatural, the Romans like to be- 
lieve the wolf legend authentic and 
themselves the descendants of the 
shadowy Romulus—a belief which, the 


septa part, is only ‘too 


For, in tUth, the Capltollne wolf 1s 
but one of those simple but immense- 
ly effective links betweon the Rome of 
Servius Tullius and the Rome of Hum- 
bert which the Italian Government 
never loses an opportunity to forget 
when absent and to strengthen when 
present. Insignificent as it may seem, 
it is a factor in the programme of 
patriotic education which the gov- 
ernment has set itself. The compre 
hensive lines on which this policy has 
been conceived and the earnestness 
with which it is being carried out, 
can hardly escape even the casual visi 
tor to Rome. By meang that must 
appeal to the simplest imagtnation, 
it is stimulating the national spirit 
and pride of the rising generations of 
Italian youths, and, as one preeminent- 
ly potent means to this end, it is 
bending every effort to make Rome 
seem what in reality it is—the Capi- 
tal of United Italy,

Monument To Col. Dagsworthy. 

At Dagaborough Saturday, Delaware 
paid tribute to the name and memory 
of one of the once able and honored 
citizens Col. Johu Dagsworthy, who 
died at that place in 1784, and who 
was buried beneath the floors of old 
Privce’s George’s. The date and 
place of his birth are unknown, but 
ended his days at bis home, in Dags- 
borough. Hundred on a tract of 
land of over 20,000 acres in which 
was then Worcester county made to 
him by the Assembly of Maryland. 
While in the Kings service during the 
French und Indian War, there arose a 
dispute between Col. Dagsworthy and 
Col. George Washington. regarding 
rank which was later decided in favor 
of the former. 

Col. Dagsworthy was a brave and 
daring soldier of three wars, his ser- 
vices in the Revolutionary War be- 
ing especially noted. 

The last Legislature of Delaware 
made a proper and timely appropria- 
tion to procnre a monument to the 
great Revolutionary character and 
Satarday the same was unveiled at the 
old Prinoe's George's at Dagaborough, 
with appropriate ceremonies.

Story of How This Woman Operated: in| - 


Slave Trade On Nanticoke 
Patty Oannon thrived in crime a 
The soene of her activ- 
ity was the tavern of her son - in- law, 
Joe Johnson, near the unimportant 
town of Reliance, in the Eastern seo- 


tion of Dorchester county, and on the |.

ware. Before her marriage in 1802 to 
Jesse Oannon, a thrifty meohanic’of 
the neighborhood,

Two children were born to Mr, and 
Mrs. Oannon, both girls, and they 
were yet infants almost when the fath- 
er died, and to this day the belief is 
that he was murdered by his wife 
Years later she confessed that she 
poisoned him.

While the other daughter was yet 
in her teens she married Joe Johnson, 
a thriftless character of the neighbor- 
hood. In her son- in- law] Mrs. Oannon 
found a pliant tool to carry out her 
designs. He became her partner, and 
their business was to buy and sell 
slaves, more frequently to capture 
and subjugate manumitted slaves, 
who were sent to the rice plantations 
of Sonth Oarolina or to the sugar 
plantations of Louisiana. There was 
in those days a ready market for 
Maryland negroes. Slave owners 
adopted the principle of sending to 
the far South negroes who displayed 
criminal propensities. There were 
bargains in human traffic, and to 
Maryland came slave traders in search 
of negroes with thieving and other 
criminal propensities because they 
were cheap. 

One of the devices employed to lure 
the free negroes into the custody of 
Patty Cannon and her son-in-law was 
to employ them, half a dozen at a 
time, as a crew on as ooast trader. 
Once aboard and safe in the bay or 
at sea, the men were sent below and 
the hatches were battered down. A 
few days later the vessel was ina 
southern port and the prisoners were 
sold as slaves. 


Slave Trading Post: 


Joe Johnson’s tavern became s 
trading post for slaves. Thither were 
sent and bought the unhappy tojters, 
and there they were contined until 
the slave trader from the Sonth arriv- 
ed. Their prison was in the attic, 
whiob was constituted of stout white 
oak. There were no windows, The 
scant ventilation was throuzh a tran- 
som over the barred door. A score of 
miserable wretches were sometimes 
huddled İn this prison. Once a child 
annoyed Patty Cannon by its plaintive 
wailing. Not being marketable, to 
the fire and to death went the inno- 
cent baby.. Children that ‘could not 
be sold and were handicaps to the sale 
of their mothers met a speedy death.

Largest Plant of Its Kind In State. 


J. Bolgiano & Son, wholesale seed 
growers and seedamen, Light and 
Pratt Streets, Baltimore, Md., have 
jurt completed the installation of the 
largeat chick food and poultry foods 
manufacturing plants in Maryland.

evening three appeals from the ordi- 
nances on Street Paving wore present: | 


ed to them. These appeals were on 
the proposed paving on Division Street, 
Oamden Aveune and South Division 
Street. The only street upon which 
an appeal was not taken is for Main 
Street extended. 


Mrs. Jackson Appeals. 

The appeal on North Division was 
filed by Mrs. Nannie R. Jackson. In 
her appeals she says she is aggrieved at 
the passage of the ordinance because: 
There is no necessity for the improve- 
ment at this time with materials so 
expensive as Bitnlithic. That the 
Ordinance is so drawn aa to amit of 
uut one bidder and excludes competi- 
tion. That said Ordinance is not in 
accordance with Section 158F of the 
Charter, which only authorizes the 
Mayor and Council to provide grading, 
graveling, shelling, macadamizing, 
paving and curbing, which sald pro- 
vision does not contemplate the use of 
Bitulithic or any other material ex- 
cept gravel, shells or macadam. That 
because the Ordinance puts the cost of 
drainage upon the abutting property 
and that Section 158F only provides 
for assessing the abutting property 
with the expease of grading, gravel- 
ing, shelling, paving and curbing and 
does not mention the cost of drainage. 

Because the price is excessive. Be- 
cause the Ordinance in question was 
not passed upon the day which it was 
proposed to be passed, and a few other 
objections. 


Camden Avenue Appeals. 


The appeal for Camden Avenue was 
filed by Toadvin & Bell, attorneys, 
and is signe} by the following: Mrs, 
Nellie Jackson Leonard, L. B. Gillis, 
Merrill Abbott, Mrs. C. R. Brewing- 
ton, Augustus Toadvine, Henry J.

Division street 
ie filed by Ellegood, Freeny & Wailes, 
for F. Leonard Wailes, and like the 
former, does not state the objections, 
but asks that the papers be sent to the 
Oirouit Court for Wicomico county. 

On Thursday another appeal was 
filed by U. W. Dickerson, F. A. Griar, 
R. D. Grier and Miss Mary Leonard, 
Ellegood, Freeny and Wailes, Attorn- 
evs. This petition does not assign 
any reason in the petition farther than 
to state that cause would be assigned 
at the propsr time against the pro- 
posed ordinances as to the pavement 
on North Division Street. It is un- 
deratood that the petitioners against 
the proposed paving will ask fora 
Jory trial, whioh if given thəm will 
postpone the case until the September 
term of Court. 

There seems to be a difference of 
opinion as to the right of the peti- 
tioners to a Jury trial unger the 
charter. An attempt will probably 
be made to get the case on trial at the 
July term of Court, when the right 
for a jury trial will probably be ar- 
gued. 

Oppesition By Majority Property Owners. 

These appeals are the outcome of 
the opposition on the part of property 
owners on Division Street and Cam. 
den Avenue, to Bitulithio pavementse 
at the present prices. A petition 
signed by a big majority of the prop- 
erty owners to this olass of pavement 
was presented to the City Council on 
the preceding meeting on the Monday 
before in whioh the property owners 
protested against the acceptance of 
the bids of brick and Bitulithio at the 
prices given and asked that further 
consideration be given the matter. On 
Tuesday following this the Council 
passed the ordinance appealed from. 

It is stated that while comparative- 
ly speaking only a small per cent of 
the property owners slong the streets 
in question have made an appeal, yet 
they have the support of the majority 
of the property owners along the 
streets, and that the only reasou more 
were not filed jt was well understood 
that one case would decide the entire 
question.

CONTRO? OF PLANT DISEASES. 


Requires Constant Vigilance and 
Steady Work, 

The attempt to bring about the 
control of plant diseases by attentioa 
te cultural methods has great possi- 
bilities. No detailed instructions can 
here be offered, only a few suggest- 
fons arising from a study of the dis- 
eases and their causes, can be given 
upon which the cultivator with his 
complete knowledge of the plants 
themselves may make plana for put- 
ting them into practice. 

Whatever is done to keep crops in 
fm healthy condition is a virtual 
fighting of disease and this is large- 


Jw accomplished by methods of cal- 


ture. 

Rotation of crops can often be 
employed advantageously. The wilt 
of melons and the rot of cabbage 
are examples of diseases that may be 
carried over in the soil. A rotation 
gives opportunity for the starving 
out of the germs and lessens the 
chances of the disease becoming pre- 
valent again. 

Drainage is a prominent factor tn 
the general health of field crops. It 
also is very liable to have an infu- 
ence on the amount of rust in the 
cereal crops, the well-drained flelds 
usually suffering less injury, owing 
to the firmer and less succulent tis- 
gues than are produced where there 
ig too much water in the soil. 

The matter of early ripening is 
also worthy of much attention tu 
Tegard to the grain rusts. Repeated 
observations go to show that a sult- 
able fertilizer, or any other factor 
which has a tendency to produce 
early riperiing, is an advantage in 
decreasing the amount of damage 
from rust,

The prematurely rip- 
ened fruit is red spotted and has red

fruit is worthless. Later the leat 
buds develop into slender twigs which 
have small, narrow, pointed, yellow- 
ish leaves and the tree soon dies 

The disease may show on part of 
the tree only, though the whole tree 
be diseased. Examine all the treas 
carefully during the ripening period 
and afterward and pull up and burn 
every tree as soon as di» 
covered no matter how alightly die- 
eased. This will keep the disease 
down so that only a few cases appear 
each year, when if they are allowed 
to stand the disease spreads rapidly 
to the surrounding trees.’ 


Planting for Good Rhubarb. 


To have good rhubarb, one should 
provide a place not less than five feet 
in diameter for each plant. The soll 
whould be as mellow and rich as 
thorough spading and manure can 
make it to the depth of at least eigh- 
teen inches and thirty would be 
better. Set the roots and protect 
them from weeds until the plants 
gain size and strength enough to pro- 
tect themselves. Break out any 
flowering stema that may appear as 
soon as they can be seen and do not 
be tempted into using any of the 
leaves the first year. The next year 
an abundance of leaves should come 
on. These should be snapped off by 
@ sharp pull outward and downwards, 
so as to separate them at the base 
without disturbing the bud. 


To Destroy Grubs. 


A good method for destroying | 4 


grubs in land is to plow it aa for 
potatoes and plant to artichokes. 
When the tubers are ready for the 
hogs, turn them in and allow them 
to root up the field. They eat the 
artichokes and grubs, the one bal- 
ancing the other. -After they have 
turned the surface layer nearly over, 
plow the ground and allow them to 
root again. By following this meth- 
od for two years in succession, nearly 
all the grubs will ,be destroyed.”

MAKING HARD TIMES. 


Specific Examples Showing How Com- 
binations Affect Industry. 

Whether or not the trusts were re- 
sponsible for the coming of the panic, 
it is easy to see how they are making 
the business depression longer and 
more intense. The officials of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ as- 
sociation have given out a statement 
showing that the paper trust is cur- 
talling its output, closing down mills, 
discharging workmen and—keeping 
prices up. This sort of thing makes 
hard times harder. The tribute exact- 
ed by the paper trust has been raised 
so bigh that many newspapers and 
other users of paper have decreased 
the size of their publications and in 
some cases raised thelr subscription 
rates. 

If the trust were interested in re- 
lleving the industrial depression or in 
anything except its own iacome, it 
would narrow its margin of! profit a 
little, lower the price and stimulate 
the use of paper, keep its mills run- 
ning and its workmen employed. Even 
protectionist editors can see the evils 
of the tariff on paper and wood pulp, 
which enables the trust to lay tribute 
on publishers and the people. 

In like manner the steel trust by 
surrendering a little of Its monopoly 
profit on steel, which is a raw ma- 
terial for thousands of industries, 
could not only keep its own mills run- 
ning more steadily, but could give a 
great impetus to millions of factory 
wheels, giving re-employment to thou- 
sands of men and relief to millions of 
consumers of products into which steel 
enters, The trust would be compelled 
to do this H the tariff on steel were 
removed.

HOLDS BOOK OPEN. 


Board With Clamps to Prevent the 
Leaves Closing, 

A device for holding the leaves 
cf a book open, so that the contents 
will be plainly visible and at the 
same time allow free movement of 
the hands, is shown in the illustra- 
tion. 

Probably the most common, and 
at the same time unsatisfactory, 
method of accomplishing this it to 
place weights on the open book. 
Recause of the incline formed by the 
leaves of the open book the welghta 
seldom stay in position, readjust- 
ment being ncessary every few min- 
utes. In addition, the weights in 
the majority of cases cover the con- 
tents-of the page, especially if it is

a full-page picture which is being 
copied. With the device shown here 
mo parts of the picture are hidden 
from view, and the leaves are pre- 
vented from closing by the clip, which 
firmly clamps them down. 

The holder consists of a board 
containing numerous perforations ar- 
ranged in parallel rows. Bars sup- 
porting the clamps fit in the perfora- 
tions, so that the clips can be ad- 
justed to clamp books ef various 
sizes. The holder is also equally as 
efficient ta holding down flat sheets 
of paper inclined to curl at the ends, 
After clamping the book or other ar- 
ticle to the holder the latter can be 
tilted or placed in any position de- 
sired. 


Growth of Pearl Button Industry. 

“The button industry along the 
Mississippi River is flourishing,” 
said Will M. Narvis of Muscatine in 
Des Molnes recently, and there is a 
constant demand for men and girls 
to work in our factories. The indus- 
try never was in better condition. 
1 suppose that 6,000 people are en- 
gaged in working in the factories up 
and down the river, and half of them 
are at Muscatine. Muscatine, you 
know, was the center of the busi- 
nean, it really originated there, and 
it maintains its bupremacy ih the 
field.

They 
eome in co tion with the best 
French pearl buttons, and they get 
the purchasers, too, for they ¢an 
meet competition anywhere in the 
world, under conditions. In my 
Judgment the industry will continue 
at its present high state of product- 
Iveness and profit fer an in- 
definite period. extending into cen- 
turies, possibly, There seems to be 
po limit to the deposit. — Des Moin- 
ss Register aná Leader.

States Mint building at Denver re 
minds eld timers of the early strug- 
kles of the Government to make the 
maintenance of the mint worth 
while Then çame 1879 and the 
great strikes at Leadville, whica 
brought tons of bullion to Denver 
and kept the mint officials busy and 
the institution running at full capa- 
city.

How It May Be Turned to Good Ac- 
count For the People. 

That the panic of 1907-8 is called 

by some a “prosperity panic,” probably 


by those who would avoid their share} Bay, 


of responsibility for it, will bring little 
comfort to the thousands who have 
lost the means of livelihood or to the 
wives and children who feel the bitter 
pangs of hunger. No panic was ever 
a “prosperity panic” in the sense of 
being caused by general prosperity 
among the people, though it might be 
caused by prosperity among a few at 
the expense of the many. 

But this panic may possibly be the 
cause of prosperity—in the future. if 
it leads the people to. sit down and 
cast up thelr accounts with those who 
enjoy tariff monopolies and other un- 
just privileges; if it gives them time 
to observe how the trusts bave driven 
down the prices of the raw materials 
and labor which the trusts buy and 
have driven up the prices of the prod- 
ucts which the trusts sell, all under 
the protection of a high tarif wall. 
then good may come out of evil and 
the, panic may be truly called a “pros- 
perity pgnic.”

A “Tax on Humanity.” 

We are familjar with the “tax on in- 
telligence” levied in the form of a duty 
on foreign ideas embodied in books 
and the “tax on culture” imposed by 
way of a duty on works of art. Now

MAKING HARD TIMES. 


Specific Examples Showing How Com- 
binations Affect Industry. 
Whether or not the trusts were re- 
sponsible for the coming of the panic, 
it ìs easy to see how they are making 
the business depression longer and 
more intense. The officials of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ as- 
sociation have given out a statement 
showing that the paper trust is cur- 
talllng ita output, closing down mills, 
discharging workmen and—keeping 
prices up. This sort of thing makes 
hard times harder. The tribute exact- 
ed by the paper trust has been raised 
so bigħ that many newspapers and 
other users of paper have decreased 
the size of their publications and in 
some cases raised their subscription 

rates. 

If the trust were interested in re- 
Uevlng the industrial depression or in 
anything except its own lacome, it 
would narrow its margin of! profit a 
little, lower the price and stimulate 
the use of paper, keep ita mills run- 
ning and its workmen employed. Even 
protectionist editors can see the evils 
of the tarfff"on paper and wood pulp, 
which enables the trust to lay tribute 
on publishers and the people. 

In like manner the steel trust by 
surrendering a little of Its monopoly 
profit on steel, which is a raw ma- 
terial for thousands of industries, 
could not only keep its own mills run- 
ning more steadily, but could give a 
great impetus to millions of factory 
wheels, giving re-employment to thou- 
sands of men and relief to millions of 
consumers of products into which steel 
enters. The trust would be compelled 
to do this tf the tariff on steel were 
removed. The New York Journal of 
Commerce in its issue of Feb. 19 well 
8: 

“It (tbe steel trust) holds the whole 
process of recovery in check and keeps 
both capital and labor in Idleuess. It 
yields in prices upon products that it 
sends abroad and makes it easler for 
foreigners in order not to lose its hold 
upon export markets. But the do- 
mestie market it has at its mercy, and 
there it fs Inexorabic. Abroad it has 
to meet competition; At home it has 
managed to strangle it while protected 
from any that might Invade its terri- 
tory from without. It has come to 
pass that the people need protection, 
which only competition can give, and 
they can have it among domestic pro- 
ducers as soon as they will permit it 
from foreign producers. It is to no 
small extent the tariff that enables 
the trusts to keep up prices and keep 
down the effort to recover industrial 
and trade activity.” 


EMPTY WORDS. 


Beveridge Uses Strong Language, But— 
Means Nothing. 

In his speech before the Indiana 
convention Senator Beveridge speaks of 
opposition to revision as com from 
“interests whom the tariff p pro- 
tected when it was made, Dut whom 
changed conditions now enable to act 
like highwaymen to other honest in- 
terests; from a purchased préa owned 
by gluttonous corporations by men 
whose wealth flowed from obsolete 
schedules.” s 

As to the present condition, the ŝena- 
tors language ls certainly warranted. 
But be insists that nothing must be 
done to the “highwaymen,” the “glut- 
{onous corporations” or the “obsolete 
schedules” until “after election.” ‘The 
thieving and oppression must go on, 
and it la assumed that the ple will 
trust those who simply pro to abol. 
ish thieving in the future, having fall 
power to do it now. 

Mr. Beverldge’s words are worthy of 
notice: “He who would revise the tariff 
on the eve of the presidential election 
is too hypocritical to be tolerated.” “We 
are at a loss to ascorta}p tho senators 
meaning.

ONE OF THE GREAT PROBLEMS. 


With. Good Roads the Farmer Can 
Haul to Highest Market, 


Here ls what George W; Lattimer, 
Chairman of the Joint Roads Com- 
mittee of the Ohlo State Board of 
Commerce and the Ohio State 
Grange, has to say on the subject of 
good roads in his recent report: 

“The farther one studies and in- 
vestigates this subject, the more he 
is convinced that it ig one of the 
greatest- problems of the © United 
States. It touches the welfare and 
interest of more individuals than any 
other one question that is before the 
American public to-day. There is 
not a man, woman or child, in the 
country or city, that. Is not obliged to 
use the roads. 

“Owing to the extremely bad 
roads of the present time, the far- 
mer, who is the producer, is obliged 
to haul his product to the nearest 
market at such times during the 
year as the roads are passable. This 
occurs within two or three months 
in the fall, after the harvest. This 
glut and over-supply makes the very 
lowest prices of the year for the pro- 
ducer, and the consumer, in the cit- 
les and centera of population is 
obliged to pay the very highest prices 
during the months of the bad weath- 
er. Good roads will eliminate such 
conditions so that the farmer can 
haul his producta to the market at 
any time during the year, whenever 
the demand calls for it, and the con- 
sumer can buy whenever the goods 
are wanted. Thus the producer will 
be able to secure a better price for 
his product and the consumer pays 
lower prices for his necessities. 

“For years the United States and 
State governments have been appro- 
Trlating money for waterways, steam 
rallroads and other means of com- 
munication, all of which are good, 
but these questions become insignifi- 
cant of what good roads will bring to 
the inhabitants of this country. Ev- 
erybody should be interested in this 
question, and should urge Federal,

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Rural Delivery for Better Roads. 

The large crops and high prices of 
farm products for the past 20 years, 
together with the general prosper-

heretofore been dreamed 
roads vill be bullt by th 
government and others by 
but the counties will always che 
greatest promoters and builders of 
good roads. 

Some States are already spending 
millions on thelr highways. Massa 
chusetts appropriated $25,000,000 a 
few years ago for that purpose and 
now has many r.iles of beautiful 
roads as smooth as aspha't pave- 
ment. All Europe ebounds in fine 
roads; but they have been at it for 
-centuries and have learned the art 
to perfection. It may take genere- 
tions ic put all our roads In as good 
condition as they are abroad, but we 
have made the beginning, and each 
year will doubtless show much pro- 
gress as, a whole. 


Road Construction, 

A few suggestions about the proper 
construction of a roadbed may not 
be amiss, 

To begin with the surface should 
be made very crowning, for it im- 
mediately begins to flatten by use, 
and will continue to grow more and 
More so all the time if nothing is 
done to prevent it. But it can be 
held i! good shape by eecasional 
scraping. The scraping will also do 
a great deal towards filling up the 
small depressions, which are the real 
beginning of all trouble. But ‘some 
new material must be carefully put 
in by hand where needed—not too 
much, as that will create two holes, 
where before there was but one, Use 
more brains and less stone! A good 
road cannot be made without hard 
thinking. Keep in mind all the time 
that you are fighting water! You 


will notice that the roads always re- 


maln in the. best condition on the 
grades where the water can easily 
run away, and you will also observe 
that they always grow had first in 
the valleys and level paces, and that 
it is because the roadbeds are fut. U 
perhaps even holowipg with little 
dams of sod on the sides so that the 
water stands there until & soaks in 
or dries up, instead of running away 
quickly, as it should, and would if 
the surface was kept crowning and 
the furrows kept from forming, 
which act as canals to conduct the 
water down into the lowest part of 
the road, where mud and destruction 
join hands in their evil work.

The Amer- 
loan, under the head of 
Barton have shown themselves inolin- 
ed to do their part toward preserving 
the natural beauty of the falls from 
farther marring. ‘Lhe arrangement of 
the exploiters has been that without 
Oanadian co-operation nothing effect- 
ual can be done; tnat the falls will 
be ruined, anyway, and that the dol- 
lars drained from the cataract will go 
to Canadian, instead of American 
pooxets. . The reports of the interns- 
tonal commission is unanimous, both 
Americans and Oanadisns agreeing 
that the spoiling must be stopped, and 
stopped at once. It remains for the 
Ottawa lawmakers to take measures to 
co-operate with the American Oon 
areas. 

One of the most dangerous inoen- 
tives to Canadian enterprise at the 
falls has been the American market 
for Oanadian power. Even though 
power plante were prohibited on the 
American side, American manufactn - 
era could make ase of current trans- 
mitted from the Oanadian power- 
houses. A suggestion which has been 
before the international commission 
has been the prohibition of the ex- 
portation of electric power from Osn- 
ada to the United States. The dis- 
patches do not state the extent of the 
international commissions recommen- 
dation on this important point, bug 
simply that the finding is that the 
amount of exported electric current be 
limited, This would go far to check 
the activity of the Canadian power 
grabbers for the time being.

Present Day Methods. 


76.8 PER CENT. REFORMED 


Punishment Hag Been Superseded by 
Education, and Remarkable Results 
Are Shown by Such “Institutions as 
the Elmira Reformatory on the Road 
to Freedom. . 
According to a student ot sociologi- 

cal statistics, a change in tie plan 
of our prisons and prison administra- 
tion from punitive to corrective’ lines 
would réduce by about two-thirds the 
financial burden Imposed on the pub- 
lic for the support of the so-called 
criminal classes. Iu the opinion of 
the investigator the State of New York 
bas a first class factory for the pro- 
duction of desirable citizens from ap- 
parently hopeless material. This is 
the reformatory at Elmira. 

The average population of the Insti- 
tution is about 1,400 individuals, 
ranging in age from sixteen to thirty 
years. About half of these are incor- 
rigible graduates of the prevailing 
type of prison, where punishment 
is the primary idea; 

“They are as a class, in the very 
nature of things, the most trouble- 
some persons that can be selected from 
the elght millions in the State, and 
they are at the most reckless period 
of their lives.” 

As serving to show what ean be ac- 
complished through systematic reform 
Methods, the record of tne “class” 
liberated in the year ending January 
1, 1905, is of special interest, because 
the men have been at large long en- 
ough to give good earnest of what their 
future is likely to be. There were 695 
reformed criminals liberated upon pa- 
role of six months, and only through 
exemplary conduct under the wach- 
ful eye of the probation system could 
a complete release be obtained. Of 
this number, 533, or 76.8 per cent won 
their way to freedom, and are now 
to be classed among the useful mem- 
bers of the community, or, at least, 
as no longer a menace to sbciety. Of 
the remainder, a few eluded the vig- 
flance of the probation officers, but 
the majority who failed were taken 
back to Elmira for a second refining 
process. 

Elmira has been practising social 
reform for thirty-one years and saves 
an average of three-fourths out of the 
40 per cent. of the State’s crintilis 
regularly allotted to her. 

No more concise exposition the 
basis ot the Elmira theory be 
found than the simple dictionary de- 
finition of the word discipline, as 
“education, instruction, cultivation and 
improvement; comprehending in- 
struction in arts, sciences, correct sen- 
timents, morals, and manners, and 
due subordination to authority.” The 
secondary meaning of discipline, 
ehastisement; punishment intended to 
correct crimes and errors,” is con- 
Bpicuous by &s absence in the new or, 
as it Is sometimes called, college“ 
prison. Violence as a corrective ` influ- 
ence is said by experts to be worse 
than useless, and in handling the 
rough element at Elmira there is nev- 
er a resort to flogging, putting in 
trons, or any sort of corporal pun- 
ishment. ,

rebellious prisoner who is avowedly 
looking for trotble: He drops sud- 
denly and mysterionsly..from the 
busy communal life of the institutton, 
is seen no more in the school of let- 
ters or the shops, the lecturé room, 
library, or the reformatory regiment 
and gymnasium.

Sources Of The Prosperous Conditions That Prevail. 


Sharptown, a veritable hive of industry and ‘beyond all doubt sur- 
passing, méasured by population, any town òn the Peninsula, or for 
that matter any community in a number of states, is situated on the Nan- 
ticoke River, which furnishes excellent shipping advantages for manu- 
factured products and raw material, and is distant about eighteen miles 
by pike from Salisbury, the county seat, and eight to ten miles respect- 
ively, by pike, from Seaford and Laurel, Delaware. Sharptown takes 
its name from Governor Horatio Sharpe, one of the last governors of the 
old Colonial period and who administered the affairs of the territory from 
1758-1765. In the early days the present location of Sharptown ways 
originally a trading post for the Indians and for years subsequent to the 
banishment of the red man into the western country. The chief occu- 
pation of the inhabitants consisted of herring and shad ‘fishing, which 
were abundaut in the waters of the Nanticoke up to a comparatively re- 
cent date. Up to 1869 Sharptown wus nothing more than a settlement 
with a few houses, principally the homes of fishermen and sail- 
ors. It was during this year the firat industry, the Marine Railway, 
began operation, followed in. 1871 by the establishment of the crate and 
package factory, two enterprises which give an industrial character to 
the community and which were followed later by other successful en- 
terprises. Today there flourishes within the limits of the town, the 
marine railway, which gives employment to. about eighty workmen, a 
greater portion of whom are skilled mechanics; the basket factory which 
employs constantly from seventy-five to one hundred persons; the shirt 
factory where fifty people are kept busy; tne canning factory, which is 
shortly to be remodelled and equipped with the latest machinery, increas- 
ing the former capacity two fold and which, when improvements are 
completed, will employ in the neighborhood. of seventy-five persons 
thronghout seven months of the year; anda plant for the construction 
of launches and lighter craft generally, recently established, and which, 
when thoroughly developed, will give employment to a number of skilled 
mechanics. Among all these industries fully three hundred persons are 
employed, and this, in a community having but about nine hundred per- 
sons, is surely a splendid showing and one which challenges comparison. 


Because of this exceptional industrial activity the economic condi- 
tions prevailing in Sharptown are unsurpassed. The people are, as a 
reward of their industry, self-supporting, many own their homes, which 
nestling in shade, are surrounded by lawns und gardens, suggestive of 
comfort and independence. Another feature, for it strikes the visitor as 
such, is that in Sharptown there is an entire absence of class distinction 
or social gradations which are the constant sources of unpleasant experi- 
ences. Industry, sobriety and honesty are the teats of manhood and any 
person possessing these qualities is welcome in any home, any assembly 
or to any function, no other qualification is necessary, none other is 
sought. So thatin Sharptown, be it said to the credit of its people, the 
horny hand and the overalls of the workingman are held in the highest 
appreciation, and when it is stated that many of the workingmeu already 
own interests in vessels which represents a total investment of nearly 
two hundred thonsand dollars there is brought unmistakable evidence of 
the thrift and frugality which are all predominating influences, The 
high moral tone of Sharptown’s people is another exemplary feature 
which compels special mention and which, in considering the community 
as a whole, is exceptional. It proceeds from a well defined christian 
spirit inculcated and fostered by men of zeal and learning, who preside 
over the churches and religious societies and who, by both precept and 
example, preach and cultivate those qualities which are so essential for 
the best and truest citizenship. Sharptown enjoys for a town of its pop- 
ulation exceptional school advantages, which include by special legisla- 
tive enactment, a high school course of study. The schools are in charge 
of educators of pronounced ability and efficiency, who, by insinuating 

| methods and mild discipline, secure the most excellent results. 

| All the leading fraternal orders are well represented in the commu- 
nity, also societies and clubs of a social or literary character and through 
them a spirit of good fellowship is kept constantly alive. It is the spirit

Washington, self admitted centre of 
culture and enlighténment, looks up- 
on superstition as a form of devil 
worship that vanished with witch 
burning. Yet within two bours ride 
of the Capitol are communities that 
despite public school and church 
choir factions problems and things 
are as deeply saturated with superstl- 
tion as the scholarly bats that fitted 
through the intellectual twilight of 
the Middle Ages.

FEEDING BREWERS' GRAINS 


Unless Properly Treated Soon Loses 
Its Nutritive Value. 

Twenty years ago practically all 
dairymen wherever possible were 
feeding fresh malt sprouts from.the 
breweries but of later years we do 
not hear much about this business 
although we suppose it is still going 
on. Average analyses show that 
brewers’ grains contain more than 
twenty per cent. albumin, from forty 
to fifty per cent. carbohydrates and 
more than six per cent. fat which 
would show that this food is way up 
in all the elements that go into the 
making of milk. When fresh more 
than seventy-five per cent. of water 
is present. If allowed to remain in 
this condition lactic acid fermenta- 
tion sets in, which later is supplant- 
ed by butyric acid fermentation. 
Finally, after a certain amount of 
butyric acid has accumulated, putre- 
faction begins which by the product- 
ion of ammonia neutralizes the lac- 
tic and butyric acids and imparts an 
alkaline reaction to the mass of 
grains. The odor is then offensive 
and the food value diminishes as 
the proteid contents are decomposed 
by the putrefactive bacteria. In this 
condition, if not pogtively injurious, 
brewers’ grains are at least of lit- 
tle food value. For this reason all 
such stuff should be thoroughly dried 
when it comes from the vat and in 
this condition it will last a long 
while.—Field and Farm. 


Milking Machines in Use. 

It is said that there are now about 
one thousand milking machines in 
use in the United States, among large 
dairy herds. At the Nebraska Stat- 
fon, at Lincoln, one is in use to test 
an extensive way the effect of the 
machine on the monthly and yearly 


‘records of the cows, as. well as the 


cost of operating, etc. This experi- 
ment has now been In eperation some 
time, and though considerable 
data has been obtained, it is dif- 
cult to tell just how it will influence 
the yearly production of the animals. 
No difficulty has been experienced in 
milking any and all cows tried or 
have any of the animals been forced 
dry by the treatment. Some cows 
we have wished to dry have been put 
on the machine, but we have found 
it necessary to skip milkings in order 
to reduce their flow. In one case a 
kicking cow was brought into the 
herd and the machine proved to be 
the best milker in this case,-as hand 
milking was extremely ficult. 


Where One Cow is Kept. 

Families that keep only one cow 
should endeavor to have the best 
animal that can be procured. More 
labor is required to care for a single 
cow, proportionately, then for a herd. 
A cow for the family should give a 
large flow of milk for at least 10 
months of the year, and the milk 
should contain not less than 4 per 
cent. of butter fat, as cream is on® 
of the essentials. It js better to have 
a cow that gives e richer milk, 
but the majority of family cows are 
selected without regard to merits in 
that respect. It is difficult to rear 
the calves in such cases, hence i 
purchasing the family cow it will be 
profitable to pay a high price for a 
superior animal.

Will the Big Combines Be Good Aftet 
Election?

Signs multiply that the trusts; which 
are robbing the American people be- 
hind the shelter of a tariff wall, are 
becoming “sick’—with fear. The 
representative.

Can it be doubted that this language 
is induced by the quakings of, the 
trust tariff deyil, who sees possible 
death this year in, the strong and un- 
wonted Interest now taken by the peo- 
ple in the workings of the Dingley 
schedules?) The people are learning 
that the trusts, freed by the tariff 
from foreign competition, extort high 


prices from thelr own countrymen, 
‘while they export and sell their prod- 


ucts at low prices in foreign lands, 
In outside markets they can undersell 
their forelgn competitors, but the 
home market must be exclusively 
theirs—to charge “all the traffic will 
bear." 

The pinch of hard times is driving 
these facts Tome. The tariff has fail- 
ed to provide work for American 
workmen. It has stifled competition 
in the home market, which was ex- 
pected to insure reasonable prices to 
American consumers. As the people 
give evidence of greater interest in 
these things the trusts hasten to prom- 
Ilse revision—after election. But

If those who exact tribute from ts 
through the tariff are allowed to keep 
possession of the government, if the 
stand patters have thelr way in the 
matter of nominations and at the elec- 
tlon, will any one dare to hope for a 
revision that will lessen the tribute we 
are paying?

REVISION IN UTOPIA. 


All History of Tariff Building Set at 
Naught. 

A beautiful picture of tarif revision 
“by its friends” was drawn by the 
New York Tribune in a recent issue. 
According to the Tribune, the senate 
finance committee and the house ways 
and means committee will obtain au- 
thority to hold sessions during the re- 
cess of congtess and “conduct such ex. 
amination into the tariff schedules os 
may be deemed wise in view óf the ap- 
proaching revision.” There will be be mp 
public hearings, no widejy adver 
consideration of particular schedules 
to upset business and possibly frighten 
importers, but the work will go on in a 
quiet and orderly manner, so that when 
congress meets again everything will 
be prepared for prompt and efficient 
action.” Before adjournment ail the 
minutiae will have been arranged, and 
ulmost before the Industries of the 
country have felt the first breath of 
disturbance the. operation will have 
been performed and the patient will bb 
convalescing.” 

The New York Evening Post is rudb 
enough to shatter this pleasant dream. 
Getting down to earth, the Põst thus 
describes the procedure of a tariff re- 
vising senate finance committee: 

“Why, the protected manufacturers 


would be down upon it instantly, lke 


a wolf on the fold. They would de- 
mand to be informed whether thelf 
particular schedules were being exam 
ined.’ If so, the committee would be 
told bluntly that it could never hope 
to pass that ¢xamination and had bet.

SOME RECENT DEVELOPMENTS 


— — 


Former Stand Patters Now Favor 
Tariff Revision—A Concession to 
Popular Opinion—Fail to State 
if Revision Should Be Up or Down. 


Evidently there will be no openly 
stand pat candidate for the Repub- 


lican. nomination for president. It. 


seems now to be a neck and neck race 
between the former stand patters, 
Cannon and Fairbanks, to see which 
will make the largest bid for tariff re- 
form support without burning behind 
them bridges that afford connection 
with the heavily protected “interests.” 
Speaker Cannon, through the Illinois 
platform, declared for revision after 
March 4, 1909. On April 1 the vice 
president, through a letter read at the 
Indiana convention, came out for re- 
vision immediately after the election 
in November. Now the speaker by a 
resolution introduced in the house of 
representatives on April 2 shakes a 
big stick at one of the conspicuous 
tariff beneficiaries, the paper trust. 
The speaker’s resolution requests in- 


formation from the attorney general. 


and the department of commerce and 
labor with reference to criminal prose- 
cution of the paper trust and investiga- 
tion into its affairs. This action would 
seem to be a flank movement to avold 
a direct issue at this time on the re- 
moval of the tariff on paper and wood 
pulp, as recommended by the president 
and overwhelmingly demanded by pub- 
Ne opinion and no doubt favored by a 
majority of congressmen. Mr. Cannon 
is reported to have expressed the opin- 
fon that the high price of paper may be 
due to illegal combination on the part 
of tbe trust and not caused by the 
tariff at all. He would have the trust 
prosecuted, enjoined, dissolved, etc. 

Far be it from us to shield the paper 

trust from any of these dreadful pro- 
ceedings, but the speaker's move illus- 
trates well the usual attitude of the 
politicians on issues of thiskind. They 
give to manufacturers or allow them to 
retain: a tariff wall, which is in Itself a 
strong temptation to combination and 
monopoly and & protection against pos- 
sible disturbance in the enjoyment of 
monopoly privileges. This is thelr con- 
tribution to the “Interests.” But they 
are equally generous with the people. 
For their benefit rigorous laws are 
passed, making criminal offenses of 
the very things which tbe tariff has 
encouraged and protected. Of course 
such laws are not enforced, and if 
perchance the big stick is brandished 
too close to a trust it “disappears,” to 
appear again in a form less vulnerable 
to legal attack. But the trust never re- 
linguishes its monopoly or forgets to 
raise the price to reimburse itself for 
the trouble of prosecution or the pay- 
ment of fines. 
It the bigh price of paper is not 
caused by the tariff, the speaker must 
yet acknowledge that it could do no 
harm to remove the duty, even though 
ft did no good. He and other protect- 
ors of the Interests“ might be driven 
to try this experiment if the people 
would show they are next“ to the pol- 
{ticlans’ game. 

All the Republican candidates ex- 
cept Senator La Follette bave forgot- 
ten to state whether they would revise 
the tariff up or down. The people 
should inquire into this, for it is a mat- 
ter of some trifing importance wheth- 
er they are to be robbed more or less. 
Suspiclon on this point is ardused by 
the fact that all of the would-be re- 
visers insist om a new lease of official 
power before making avy attempt to 
relleve thelr constituents of the bur- 
dens now oppressing them. If their 
action were to be in tho general inter- 
dst of the people, why not give the peo- 
ple a taste of the good things before 
election? This might whet the public 
appetite for more of the shme sort next 
year. It would seem that general 
promises of fiwe things to be done 
“after election" or “next year“ would 
Dy this time have lost their seductive 
power for American ears.

COLLECTING EYE STONES. 


‘Most ot the Genuine Speciméns Found 
in the Province of Astraklan. 

The collection of eye stohes is a 
dying industry, In New York the 
principal sources of supply are sàil- 
ors who touch the Baltic Sea, and, as 
might be imagined, the supply 1 
precarious, 

Bye stones are analogous in some 
respects to bezoars, as they are a 
concentration found in the stomach 
of the European crawfish. Most of 
the genuine eye stones, crab’s eyes, 
crabstones or lapilli canoform, are 
procured in the province of Astrak- 
han in European Russia. 

There appears to be some confus- 
ion regarding the nature of the eye 
stone, for some authorities speak of 
it as a concentration in the stomach 
of a certain crab and others as of a 
peculiar shell formation which is 
separated from the crab at the time 
it sheds its shell. 

The so-called crab's eyes are found 
fully developed at the end of the 
summer, as the crabs begin to shed 
their shells. It is noted that these 
concentrations are absorbed into the 
stomach of the crab during the shed- 
ding season and there pulverized and 
absorbed, the dissolved calcareous 
substance being used, it is supposed, 
for the formation of a new shell. 
When these calcareous shells are not 
normally developed and absorbed it 
is observed that the shedding process 
is interrupted and the crab dies an 
early death. 


A Unique Historical Chair. 

A most unique, historical chair -is 
in the Independence hall at Philadel- 
phia, Pa., It was manufactured in 
1838 by William Snider by order of 
the commissioners of Kensington. 
The chair is composed of the follow- 
ing rare relics: 

Ist. A portion of Christopher Col- 
umbus’ house which was built near 
the city of San Domingo in the year 
1496, This was the first house built 
in Amerita by European hands. 

2d. A portion of the great elm 
tree under which the treaty between 
William Penn and the Indians was 
formed. The Penn treaty was to 
continue unbroken while the rivers 
and creeks ran, and while the sun, 
moon and stars endured.” 

8d. A portion of oak joist taken 
from a house which was once the 
home of William Penn. 

4th. A pe tion of the cane taken 


from the seat of a chair once owned 
by William Penn. 

Gth. A portion of the last of a 
number of walnut trees which graced 
the yard about the old state house. 
The last of these trees was cut down 
in 1818, 

Gth. A lock of hair taken from the 
head of Chief Justice Marshall, plao- 
ed in the center of the chair and 
protected by a glass cover. 

Tth. A portion of the U. 8. frigate 
. 

8th. A portion of the great ship 
“Pennsylvania” which was built in 
Philadelphia and launched in the 
year 1837. 

9th. The thirteen stars on the 
chair represent the thirten original 
states and are made from the above 
listed relics.

CHOICE MUTTON AND LAMB. 


Large Profits for Farmers Who Make 
a Specialty of the Mutton Breeds. 
it has been claimed by those who 
bave tried the experiment that sheep 
will eat a more extenstye variety of 
plants than any other domestic ani- 
mal. Hence the great value of sheep 
on a farm where weeds and bush ss 
abound. The weeds will be eaten 
generally as readily as the grasses 
This taste for a variety extends to 
dried weeds found m hay or straw, 
which makes sheep practically omnl- 
vorous of vegetable matter, and this 
propensity also makes the sheep a 
useful animal in utilizing otherwise 
Waste products of the farm. While 
there are many farmers who believe 
that the fine wool sheep are profit- 
able, yet the majority of those later- 
ested in sheep are giving thelr at- 
tention to the mutton breeds, which 
not only produce wool, but also grow 
to large size, afford superior lambs 
for market, and enrich the land. In- 
vestigation of the sheep industry by 
the Department of Agriculture shows 
that this country does not supply it- 
self with mutton. Sheep will give 
a large profit dn valuable land, which 
ig demonstrated by the fact that in 
England and tland, where rents 
are high, the best lands sre devoted 
to sheep. In this country the aver- 
age is about 25 sheep on 1000 acres. 
while in Scotland the average is 1380 
sheep per 1000 acres, England sus- 
taining 680 sheep on 1000 acres. Iu 
United States we huve made wool 
the special object in keeping sheep, 
but in England and Scotland the 
wool {s secondary, the preference be- 
ing for choice mutton, and the use 
of mutton breeds of sheep only.. 
Occastonally a prime carcass is 
sold at a high price on the stalls of 
some leading American market, and 
yet the same quality of mutton ts 
found in every market in Great Bri- 
tain; in fact. the mutton sold here, 
coming as it does largely from cross- 
breeds and common sheep, would be 
almost uneulable in Europe, for the 
reason that we have allowed the op- 
portunity of securing large profits 
to pass by in the vain effort to make 
wool alone pay instead of wool and 
choice mutton. Farmers in the Un- 
ited States are becoming aware of the 
mistakes of the past. and the best 
specimens of mutton breeds of sheep 
have been selected ln England abd 
imported into this country, with the 
result that the value of the sheep in 
the United States ts greater than eer 
before. Many experiments have been 
made in feeding the mutton breeds, 
in order to give the farmers full in- 
formation regarding their use, the 
Government having issued bulletins 
which will no doubt greatly assist in 
fostering the breeding of mutton 
sheep. It is not to be overlooked 
that farmers should abandon the he- 
llef that sheep are self-supporting, 
as the keeping of sheep on hillsides, 
and with liberty to roam at will, 
producing wocl! but inferior carcas- 
sess, js not profitable, compared with 
providing the sheep with shelter, 
good pasturage. grain and special 
care when the lambs come In. It is 
possible that more expense must be

for a sow with pigs only, but may 
also be used for pigs after weaving, 
or even mature hogs. 

It la also a handy small house for 
other purposes about the farm und 
may be used for temporary storage 
of fruita and vegetables. Being on 
runners and without a floor, it may 
be hauled to the fleld and placed 
over potatoes, or other vegetables, 
piled in heaps on frosty olghts. 

This sow and pig bouse is practi- 
cally a roof on runners. It !s 6x8 
feet, inside measurments. The rup- 
ners are 2x8 inch boards. Four 
rafters are made of 2x4 inch stuff 
and four matched lx boards. The 
roofing ls made of Georgla pine ship 
lap, and the gables are pine siding. 
The house is 5 feet bigh at the 
ridge. and the cost of material at 
this point is $5.00, not counting 
paint. 

Such a house kept well painted 
should last ten to twenty years, and 
pay for Itself many times over.

A perfectly reliable party is 
now ready to take the contract to 
build that part of the road for the 
same price per mile that it will cost 
to build the rest of the road. He will 
give his bond to do so.
